Commentary 


Employment 


States’ trend series comparisons— 

The Australian and State trend series comparisons are given on page 24. There 
was an increase of 2.3% in Tasmania’s employment over the year to April 
1995. The largest percentage increase in employment was in Queensland 
(6.4%). The next highest percentage increase in employment was in Western 
Australia (5.7%), followed by Victoria (4.3%) and NSW (3.9%). South 
Australia had an increase in employment of 2.0%. 


Regional Tasmania's original series figures— 

In the Hobart and Southern Statistical Division the estimate of unadjusted 
employment increased by 5,700 between March 1994 and March 1995 to 
101,500. The estimate of employment in the Mersey-Lyell Statistical Division 
was 43,600 in March 1995, an increase of 300 on the figure for March 1994. 
Employment in the Northern Statistical Division between March 1994 and 
March 1995 decreased by 1,300 to 54,800,

Unemployment 


Tasmania's trend series figures— 

The Tasmanian provisional trend series estimate of 23,500 unemployed 
persons in April 1995 was a decrease of 1,700 on the figure for April 1994 of 
25,200. The estimate of the unemployment rate of 10.5% in April 1995 was a 
decrease compared to the estimate of the unemployment rate of 11.4% in 
April 1994,

The labour force 


Tasmania's trend series figures— 

In April 1995 there was an unadjusted estimate of 367,000 civilian Tasmanians 
aged 15 or more. There were an estimated 223,400 persons (based on trend 
series estimates) in the labour force. The estimate of the labour force 
participation rate in April 1995 was 60.9%, compared with the figure of 60.3% 
in April 1994. 


For males, the estimate of the participation rate was 71.4%, compared with 
71.7% in April 1994, For females, the estimate of the participation rate was 
50.7%, compared with 49.3% in April 1994.

Employed wage and salary earners 

In September 1994 there were approximately 138,900 employed wage and 
salary earners in Tasmania. [n September 1992 the figure was 144,300 
employed wage and salary earners. 


In August 1994 the Tasmanian public sector accounted for 31.8% of all 
employed wage and salary earners. Overall, the category community services 


had the highest industry representation (28.9%, compared with the equivalent 
figure of 27.8% recorded in August 1992). The next highest industry grouping 
was wholesale trade and retail trade (18.3%, compared-with 19.9% in August 
1992) and manufacturing (15.8%, compared with 15.0% in August 1992). 


In August 1994, women made up 46.3% of employed wage and salary 
eamers. In August 1992, the equivalent figure was 45.8% 
(See table 9, page 8.) 


Award rates of pay indexes 

The annuai movement from March 1994 to March 1995 of weekly award rates 
of pay indexes for Tasmania rose by 0.6% for full-time adult females and by 
1.1% for full-time adult males, for a combined annual increase of 1.0%. For 
Australia, the figures were 0.8% for females and 0.6% for males, for a 
combined armual increase of 0.7%. 


For full-time adult female employees in Tasmania, the largest industry 
increases over this 12-month period occurred in the manufacturing industry 
(2.4%); and recreation, personal and other services industry (1.9%). 


For the same period for full-time adult male employees in Tasmania, the 
largest industry increases occurred in the community services industry 
(3.5%); and the electricity, gas and water industry (2.0%), 


The largest occupation increase over the same period for full-time adult 
female employees occurred in the tradespersons category (2.5%); and plant 
and machine operators, and drivers (2.2%). 


For full-time adult male employees the largest occupation increases over the 
period occurred in the plant and machine operators, and drivers category 
(2.8%): and managers and administrators (2.3%).

Building material prices 

Prices for house building materials in Hobart increased by 4.5% over the 
12-month period ending March 1995, which was the highest rise for all capital 
cities. The national increase was 3.1%, with Adelaide recording the lowest 
increase at 1.0%. 


Prices for building materials used in building other than house building 
increased in Hobart by 3.6% in the year ended March 1995. The nationai 
increase was 3.2%, with Perth recording the largest increase at 3.7% and 
Melboume recording the lowest increase at 2.4%. 


Major contributors to the annual movement in Hobart were non-ferrous pipes 
and fittings (up 41.2%}, precast concrete products {up 11.1%), and structural 
timber (up 5.4%).

Housing finance 

The March 1995 trend estimate for the number of new secured housing 
finance commitments entered into in Tasmania was 869, valued at 
$56.8 million. Compared with February 1995, this represents a 2.8% decrease 
on the number (894) and a 1.6% decrease on the value ($57.7 million). 


In the twelve months ended March 1995, the national trend estimates 
dropped significantly, with a 31.4% decrease on the number and a 26.7% 
decrease on the value. Although the Tasmanian estimates for the same period 
aiso feli, the change was much smaller, with a 20.3% decrease on the number 
and a 15.6% decrease on the value for March 1994,

Livestock slaughtering 

The latest trend estimate for March 1995 showed the number of cattle and 
calves slaughtered had increased, the number of sheep and lambs slaughtered 
decreased and the number of pigs slaughtered had increased marginally. 


The trend estimate showed there were 21,700 cattle and calves slaughtered in 
Tasmania in March 1995. This is almost 30% more than the last low point in 
March 1994 where there were 16,800 cattle and calves slaughtered. In March 
1992 the trend estimate was 20,000. 


For sheep and lambs the trend series peaked in September 1994 when there 
were 103,800 slaughtered. By March 1995 this trend estimate was about 24% 
lower at 77,300 slaughtered. The high number of sheep and lambs 
slaughtered in September may be due to farmers culling their flock due to 
drought and dry conditions in Tasmania. 


The trend for pigs slaughtered has been mostly level over the past three years. 
In March 1995 the trend estimate of pigs slaughtered was 7,900. This is only 
an 8% increase over the number of pigs slaughtered in March 1992. 


These trend estimates show the underlying movements in the slaughtering 
series by dampening down seasonal influences and short term volatility. 
(See table 21, page 16.) 


Building approvals 

There were 286 new dwelling units approved during March 1995 in 
Tasmania, an 11% increase on the number recorded for February 1995, but a 
13% decrease on the figure recorded for March 1994 (330). 


For the twelve months ended March 1995 there were 3,447 new dwelling 
units approved, 18% below the 4,224 units recorded for the previous 
corresponding twelve months. 


The latest monthly trend estimates for the number of dwelling units 
approved show seventeen consecutive months of decline. 


The highest number of dwelling units approved in March 1995 was recorded 
by the City of Clarence with 31, followed by the Municipality of Kingborough 
with 26, the Municipality of West Tamar with 24 and the City of Launceston 
with 23. 


The value of new residential building approved, at current prices, in March 
1995 was $21.9 million, compared with the February 1995 figure of 
$19.6 million and the March 1994 figure of $25.5 millidn. 


The value of all building approved, at current prices, in March 1995 was 
$36.4 million compared with $32.7 million in February 1995 and $36.3 million 
in March 1994.

Retail 

The trend estimate for turnover of retail and service establishments for March 
1995, in Tasmania, was $231.2 million, a slight increase on the March 1994 
figure of $230.8 million. Over the past three months Tasmania has recorded 
growth of around 0.3%. This is the strongest growth recorded in Tasmania for 
the past fifteen months. 


The trend estimate of turnover for March 1995, for Australia ($9,365 million), 
was over six per cent higher than for March 1994. The trend estimate of retail 
tummover increased by a weak 0.2% in March 1995. This continues the pradual 
easing of growth observed over recent months. 


Victoria and South Australia have shown moderate growth in the trend 
estimate in recent months while in New South Wales and Tasmania the 
growth has been weaker. Queensland recorded no growth in March while 
Western Australia is in decline. 


In original terms, the estimate of retail turnover in March 1995, for Tasmania, 
was $232.7 million, slightly down on the figure recorded for March 1995. 
(See table 35, page 23.) 


New motor vehicle registrations 

There were 1,097 new motor vehicles (excluding motorcycles) registered in 
Tasmania during March 1995. This was over nine per cent more than was 
recorded for February (1,003) and over 13% more than the figure recorded for 
March 1994. 

(See table 34, page 23.) 


Engineering construction survey 

The value of engineering construction activity commenced in Tasmania 
during the December quarter 1994 was $43.2 million, a decrease of nearly 
eight per cent on the figure recorded for the September quarter 1994. The 
public sector accounted for over 60% of activity commenced in the December 
quarter. For the quarter, construction activity commenced on roads, highways 
and subdivisions totalled $27.5 million. 


The value of engineering construction activity work done in Tasmania during 
the December quarter 1994 was $40.4 million. The figure for the September 
quarter 1994 was $35.6 million. Nearly three-quarters of the work done 
during the quarter was undertaken by the public sector.
